EXTERNAL EXAMINATION: The body I3 that of a thin, white male mcasuri r. 3 f-;, 

7 in, in length and weighing 117 lbs. a appears the recorded age of £7 yzar: 
Inere are no external : irks of violence on the body. The pupils are equal. 

The ears, nose and mouth show no abnormalities. The trachea lies in the mid- 
line. There is a marked scoliosis of the spine, The abdomen is flat. Thera 
are early sacral decubiti measuring 1 in, in diameter. The lower extreritis - 
show marked muscular atrophy. The feet are vary dirty. There arc crusted 
abraded areas over the volar aspects of the right forearm, 

BODY CAVITIES t The usual Y-shaped incision is made. The viscera lie in their 
usual positions. There is no abnormal accumulation of blood or fluid, 

CARDIO- VASCULAR SYSTEM: Tne heart weighs 295 grams. There is moderately 

severe atherosclerosis but no occlusion is present at any point. There is n;, 
infarction* old or recent. The valves are normal. The aorta shows moderate 
atherosclerosis , 

RESPIRATORY SYSTEM: The larynx and trachea are patent. The left lung weighs 

675 grams, Tha right lung weighs 350 grams. Both lungs were partly adherent 
to the chest wall by fibrincpurulant adhesions, particularly the right lower 
lobe which is almost completely adherent to the chest wall by such lesions. 

On cut action into the lungs there are diffuse confluent bronchapnecr cnic 
areas with almost complete consolidation of the right lower lobe. In addition, 
thex'e is narked emphysema of the entire lungs, 

GAS T R 0- I M TE S T I ' FAL SYSTEM: The epphagus is intact. The stomach, small 

Intestines and colon shew no hemorrhage or ulceration. The liver is red- brown 
in color, normal in size and shape and on cut section shows moderate central 
congestion. The gall bladder is distended with bile. The pancreas is normal, 

SPLEEN: The spleen weighs 125 grants. On cut section the pulp is very soft, 

ADRENALS! These show no hemorrhage or necrosis, 

GENITO-URIL'ARY SYSTEM: The both kidneys are normal in size and shape and 

pale reddish tan in color. There is no infection or hemorrhage, 

CENTRAL NERVOUS SYSTEM: The scalp is reflected in the usual manner. The 

calvarium is removed, There is no hemorrhage in the scalp n or is there 
fracture of the skull. The dura is cf normal translucency , The leptor.eninges 
are thin and delicate. The brain weighs 1150 grans. There are no contusions 
or softenings in any part cf the brain. The dura is striped from the base of 
the skull and no fractures are found, A snail area of encephalcmalacia is f cur- 
in the right internal capsule and globus pallidus region,

BITES HOOVER 


Columnist Drew Pearson is spear- 
heading a vicious smear campaign 
to discredit J, Edgar Hoover in 
behalf of Bobby Baker, Fred 
Black, Jimmy Hoffs, Eddie Levinson, Carl Cohen, Moe 
Dalitz and a host of others of like repute. All of them 
have been indie Led and several convicted of felonies* 
Pearson is also attacking Hoover for arresting Soviet 
spies* So it appears that Pearson is trying to discredit 
Hoover in behalf of the Soviet Union. 

Beginning Feb. 7, 1966, Pearson started a full-scale 
jsmear campaign against Mr. Hoover. He blasted 
Hoover for the FBI lapping of telephone wires in the 
organized crime drive ordered by Attorney General 
Bobby Kennedy in early 1961. Pearson knew- that 
Kennedy ordered electronic surveillance because be 
printed Kennedy's confidential directive granting per- 
mission to all Federal investigative agencies to use 
listening devices to secure information in the national 
crime drive. But now Pearson centers blame entirely 
on the FBI Director despite the fact that Kennedy's 


successor as Attorney General, Nick Katzenbach, has 
admitted that he himself authorized wiretaps. 

In his Feb* 7th column Pearson wrote: “One bug was 
discovered in the bed of Curl Cohen of the Sands 
Hotel,” and he reiterated diis charge again in his 
column of Sept. 5, 1966. Pearson is deeply concerned 
about the Constitutional rights of Mr. Cohen, 

Who is Carl Cohen? Let's take a look at this person 
that Pearson so valiantly defends against “invasions of 
privacy” by Mr. Hoover, 

Cohen comes from the tough Cleveland mob of 
bootleggers, hijackers and gamblers headed by Moc 
Dalitz who started “muscling in” on Las Vegas in 1947.

on a bribery and perjury charge and he was sentenced 
to eight years' imprisonment; after imprisoned two 
years he was released because of ill health* Now “The 
Kid" and his two brothers known as Harry Bioom and 
Yiddy Bloom own some of the biggest plush resort 
hotels in Miami. 

Frank Sinatra owns tx 9% interest In the Sands* 
Hank Green spun has an interest in the Sands, Sinatra 
and Grecnspun are now bosom pals, but 13 years ago 
they were on the verge of murdering each other, Frankie 
made a threatening remark on the phone and Hank 
challenged him to meet him in true old West style, and 
Hank invited Frankie to bring his gunmaMjodygusfd 
along with him.

Baker, 
Levinson and Jack Anderson* Pearson's chief legman 
and licit-apparent* are at! stockholders in the D is trie t 
of Columbia National Bank* They got in as ground- 
floor stockholders when tins bank was granted a charter 
a few years ago. 

Vice President Hubert Humphrey' legal adviser and 
chief campaign fund collector. Max M, Kampelrnan, 
and Baker wangled a charter for the D. C. National 
Bank through political pressure; Kampelman became a 
director and general counselor for the new bank* And 
Bobby Baker promptly obtained two unsecured loans 
from the bank* one for S 10,000, another for $125,000. 

Pearson's career as a battler for the constitutional 
rights and right of privacy for gamblers, hoods* pimps* 
racketeers, communists and assorted criminal types 
would seem to stand in contrast to his activities as art 
avid publisher of letters stolen from the private, sealed 
files of anti-communists.

Jack Anderson, who is under- 
study Lo Drew Pearson, is known 
as "Junior Louse” in Washing- 
ton.

Morgan got on a legal retainer 
basis with Greer spun through the effort of Jack Ander- 
son. Ironically, Greenspan consults Anderson more than 
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he does his attorney Morgan, whose law offices are in. 
Washington, D. -C. A Florida investor lost $300,000 In . 
Hank's mystery' company and committed suicide. 

Greens pun bad an interest in the Desert Inn and 
the Stardust, biggest money making casinos on the . 
Las Vegas Strip* but Moe Dalitz muscled Hank out. 
Hank would like to do something dirty to Moe but he 
is afraid of Moe’s tough Cleveland mob which, by the - 
way. has dose connections with Ohio’s fur-Lcft Senator, 
Stephen Young, who is a close friend of none other 
than Drew Pearson! 

A Justice Department official— of 
very righ rank — may accompany 
Jack Ruby to the electric chair as an 
accomplice in the murder with mal- 
ice of Lee Harvey Oswald* unless Ruby’s forthcoming 
second trial is properly fixed. 

The basis of this statement has been provided to 
Washington' Observer by a professional source con- 
nected with the television industry and emanates orig- 
inally from the cameramen who were at the Main Street 
car ramp of the Dallas Court House on Sunday morn-“ 
ing* November 24, 1963. Here is their story: 

The authorities who were keeping Oswald jailed in. . 
the Court House on the charge of shooting to death a 
Dallas policeman, Jefferson Davis Tippit, and" pa. . 
suspicion of having assassinated President Kennedy, had 
announced that at 10 o’clock a.m, they were going to 
move the suspected assassin to "a safer place,” So the 
Dallas television station stationed two cameramen at the 
Main Street car ramp* through which Oswald was 
expected to be taken out of the Dallas Court House. 

The movie cameras were running since before 10 
a.m., filming the movement of people in and out of 
the Court House* and the Dallas police and FBI men 
who were guarding the entrance and allowing in, or 
turning back, people who wanted to enter the Court 
House. It was the FBI who turned back Mrs, Oswald, 
the mother of Lee Harvey Oswald. Then at about 11:19 
a, in. — 79 minutes after the time which had been set to 
move Oswald "to a safor place”— the FBI and the 
Dallas police Jet through two men, one of whom was 
Jack Ruby and the other one “a high official of the 
Justice Department.” 

It was the latter's appearance at the side of Ruby 
which caused the FBI men to respectfully let RubyJ 
through without frisking him. The two cameras regis- 
tered on film the features of both men and their 
progress into the Dallas Court House. Within a fraction 
of a minute, Ruby had shot to death the handcuffed 
Oswald. 

The Dallas TV station never showed that bit of 
film, nor did any other TV station here or abroad* It 
was declared to have been spoiled — in the case of both 
cameras at once. Actually, the film was confiscated 
from the TV station by Texas Attorney General, Wag- 
goner Carr. 
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known for certain. It is believed that Carr turned 
them over to the Justice Department in Washington, 
IX C.. but only after making sfcveial copies, as a 
measure of self-pro: etion and to insure smumb fui-.rre 
dealings with the Department. As a precaution, too, 
Carr has abstained from putting the incriminating film 
copies in safes in bank vaults, where Federal agents con 
pick the locks with modern techniques, and from 
whence documents such as those have been known to 
disappear without trace. 

As far as is known, copies of this incriminating 
film have been secreted at safer locales than bank safes, 
and at least one of those copies has been taken out of 
die country.

I looked into this lead a year ago, and dismissed it as not productive. 
The only reason I bring it up again is that Eunice, Lousians. came up 
in connection vith Rose Cherami, Ruby’s cnplcyce who was thrown out of 
a car there. Eunice is whero I contacted Joyce Pitre, and it nay be 
only coincidence that she lived t^cre, certainly I wouldn’t suggest ycu 
spend tine looking into this unless it happens to dovetail with some- 
thing else you already know* 

In early December, 1966 I was in Sun3ct, La. shooting an assignment 
for LOOK. Late in the day we stopped in a Negro cafe on route 190 
and I was talking about the assassination to a LOOK editor and several 
other people. We were approached by the waitress, a good looking, 
light skinned Negro girl about 20, who said she agreed with ny view of 
the assassination (I was taking about Ruby-Osvald associations) and in 
fact knew that Ruby and Oswald were friends. She said a friend cf hers 
had a picture o£ then together in the Cbacxir.ni Carousel Club. She said 
her friend, who~she called "Cherry* (could this be fthersfex Cherami?) 
used to be a stripper for Ruby but left before the assassination and 
isnxbdrxx ha wa3 deathly afraid of being killed. She said she thought 
she could get ahold of the picture because although Cherry was very 
afraid, she slso had e drug habit xxd (she Implied heroin) and needed 
money badly. (The drugs and the stripper’s job also seen to tie in 
with Rose Cherani.) The waitress whose name was Joyce F&tre xkx said 
sho worked in Dallas before the assassination (she later admitted she 
was a prostitute there) and knew a lot of girls who knew Ruby. 

I talked her story over with the LOOK editor, and we agreed that while 
the story seemed improbably, Joyce Girin* t seom to be conning us, and in 
any case a possibility C3 important at this or.o chad to be checked out. 
Penn Jones checked without success for a stripper named Cherry in Dallas 
and later I tried (I talked to Pappy Dolson and a number of other people) 
without success. Meanwhile Joyce promised me she would contact Cherry 
who she expected to visit her in Eunice. She said she had no address 
for Cherry in Dallas, I called Joyce frequently for about a month. 

She led a very irregular life, was sometimes away visiting relatives 
in S±c>^lhsxjtini Lake Charles. Cherry never shewed up. She kept telling 
me "maybe next week", and finally wrote me the attached letter. At 
this point I gave up the investigation^ ElSbclx but I often wondered if 
she really did know more than she admitted and pdt me off in the end 
because she became scared by the implications of what she was doing, 

I have tapes of several of the phone calls.

On Wednesday, 25 October, 1967, HARVEY LA WILL WARE, a 
building inspector for the County of Hamilton, Tennessee, 
Chattanooga was interviewed at 11:30 A.M. in his office at 
the Courthouse regarding his statement contained in Warren 
-Commission Exhibit # 2370 and in Warren Commission Exhibit 
tj 2432. WADE confirmed that the descriptions of two men 
he saw with LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the Carousal Club, Dallas, 
on the night Of November ? 10, 1963, were accurately recorded 
in commission Exhibit CEybf^the FBI Agent taking statement. 

He disappointedly commented however that it could not have 
been LEE HARVEY OSWALD with whom ho saw the men because 
"Of course OSWALD was not there", 

WADE responded exuberantly however when informed that OSWALD 
undoubtedly had a double in Dallas as well as other places 
with him, and seemed relieved that ho had not made the 
mistaken identification of OSWALD which the FBI questioner 
had indicated he must have made, WADE located the position 
at the bar where OSWALD and his companions were sitting end 
his own relative position to that in a photograph shown him 
of the interior of the Carousal Club, His distance from 
the three men appears to have been less than twenty feet. 

He describes # l^man who resembled OSWALD very much in appear 
snee bs being 5 T 8" , 140 pounds, with long black hair and 
adds to his description in CE 2370 the information that he 
wore the hair parted on the left side and had an immature or 
baby expression around his mouth and chin. He estimated his 
age to have been in his early 20' s. The # 2 man, described 
as 5 '10 11 tall, stocky build, oval faced, of Mexican or 
Spanish extraction with a one inch scar on his left eyebrow, 
also had a noticeably pox- marked face. He states that our 
photograph of LAWRENCE HOWARD represents a man several years 
too old in appearance and too stern of expression.

Substantial evidence confirms that JACK RUBY was irt 
Houston on November 21, 1963, and that ho was engaged 
in some unusual form of activity (See Secret Service 
report on this, w_c. exhibits). Although this is 
ruled out" in the conclusions of the s/s, for invest i- 
gative purposes we should assume that he was there — 
as numerous witnesses affirm. 

It is also to be noted that his attire was unusually 
casual for him, suggesting the possibility that some 
form of practice or rehearsal for the shooting may have 
been under way there. It is further noted that this is 
the city to which FERRIE drove following the assassination.

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"Coincidences" re Jack Ruby: 


1. Ruby in New Orleans : 

Ruby visited New Orleans in June, 3963, to obtain 
the services of "Jsda" as his featured performer (WCR - 
PB p. 703) . This was about 5 months before the assassina- 
tion and during the period Oswald was also here and 
active with his FPCC (Oswald was arrested August 9 and 
interviewed by Lt. Francis Martello, N.O.P.D. This 
report should be obtained). The WCR also mentions Ruby's 
fondness for horse-racing (WCR - PB p. 707) and its possible 
he visited here during the racing season. 

2. Ruby's Timing re Oswald Death : 

All news media reported that Oswald would be moved 
from the Dallas Jail at 10:00 A. M. on November 24 (Sunday) . 
All reporters and TV cameras consequently arrived at 10:00 
A. M. Ruby says he decided Sunday morning to kill 
Oswald, but didn’t leave his apartment until just before 
11:00 A. M. and proceeded to the jail. He arrived in the 
basement at approximately 11:19 or 11:20 A. M. Oswald 
was brought out at 11:21 A. M. and was shot by Ruby. 

(WCR - PB p. 332) . 

Point: Ruby evidently knew precisely when 

Oswald would be moved. Also, there is some doubt as to 
how he gained entry to the basement (credentials were re- 
quired to be shown at all entrances) . 

3. Ruby and FPCC : 

Ruby visited police headquarters on Friday evening 
where he viewed Oswald with reporters. Then, at a 
press conference with D.A. Wade, the D.A said that 
Oswald belonged to the "Free Cuba Committee", whereupon 
Ruby and several reporters corrected Wade saying that 
it was the "Fair Play for Cuba Committee". 

(WCR-pb. p. 318) 

4 . Ruby Comment on President’s Assassination : 

Ruby heard of the assassination at the offices 
of the Dallas Morning News. He called his sister, Eva 
Grant, and then made the remark to John Newman, a 
newspaper employee, "John, I will have to leave Dallas." 

He admits this and gives a weak explanation. (WCR - PB 
p. 313) .

Ruby 1 s plans re Oswald : 

On Saturday afternoon (November 23) Ruby was 
overheard discussing the transfer of Oswald. He made 
the remark "you know I'll be there"* (WCR - PB p. 323)*

sexual (WCR - PB p. .709)* (Possible connection with 
Ferrie, Oswald, etc.?) 

7 , Ruby - Oswald - Tinpit : 


The scene of Tippit's killing was two blocks from 
Ruby 1 s apartment , 

8- Ruby subsequently w f as identified by Wilma Tice and Seth 
Kan tor as having been at the Parkland Hospital while 
Kennedy was still there. Tice was subsequently nearly 
killed in an auto accident and now will not talk about 
the case. Kantor, a newspaperman, knew Ruby and had met 
him before. At Parkland, according to Kantor, Ruby tugged 
his coat and asked if he thought he should close his place 
for the next three nights* Ruby denied being there (but it 
is to be noted that he closed his club that night) .

Look, this is kind of a long story, but I was on the 
job working for Texas Estimates on the day of the Assassination 
of John F , Kennedy, about thirty minutes before it happened. I 
vms wa Iking between two buildings, about a half a block off 
Lemon Avenue, which was the Motorcade Route. I was crossing the 
street and I stepped out in the street and I was hit by this 
"gal" in a Cadillac, license number, Louisiana License Number, 
941-985, and her name was JEANETTE CONFORTG, She was in Dallas 
on that day. She was employed by the Carousel Club, JACK RUBY. 

She made the statement to the company security people, 
since they were on the 1 accident job* and they questioned her. 

She was in a hurry to get to New Orleans right away and she made 
the statement. They asked if they could get a hold of her on 
the job at the Carousel club and she said, no, the nite-club 
would not be open that night. That's a Friday night, sounds 
kind of unusual. As it turned out, it wasn't open but it was 
because of the assassination, and she had this fellow that was 
with her, I can't remember his name, it wasn't on the accident 
report. 


They carried me over to a clinic to be X-rayed and it 
all happened while I was in the clinic. They were actually with 
me at the clinic when it happened. it came over the radio and 
he told me a long line of stuff that turned out not to be true, 

I don't know, 1 just thought you people might be 
interested in getting seme of this information. This Information 
I understand was given to the FBI by the Company Security Chief 
but nothing ever came out about it, like in the warren Report 
or anything. (Was she with you at the clinic? Did she seem 
nervous or upset about the accident?) She was almost hysterical. 
(You think for the fact of hitting you?) I don't know, she was 
cussing me for doing this. 

She went into a side building and used the telephone 
to call this guy and he was there in about two minutes, he was 
somewhere close in another Cadillac. (You don't know who this 
fellow was?) I don't know, but this Security chief does know 
because h* got his name and everything, but it was never entered 
on the "accident report" because he wasn't actually involved. Re 
said he lived right down the street in some apartment building 
and they checked on that and he didn't live there. 

He - (Security chief) was working for Texas Estimates 
during this time but now he is retired and he lives in Dallas. 

The Security Office for Texas Estimates in Dallas has this 
"Accident Report" and has this information on file and they have 

I the statement he made on file documented before the assassination. 
It all sounds kind of "fishy” to me. 
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X am calling from St. Louis. X am still working for 
Texas Estimates but I'm up here on Field Service for McDonald 
Aircraft. The number is 13I-PE-12121 in St. Louis, Missouri, 
where I can be contacted during working hours, Extension 3306.

SAUX stated that the clinic had heard of the rumor 
of JACK RUBY being a patient at the clinic. He stated that 
various news services had been calling the clinic in this 
respect.

patient in 1953, he would have been able to locate his file be* 
cause all of the cancer patients are "red flagged" on their 
file.

"Coincidences" re Jack Ruby: 


1 . Ruby in Hew Orleans : 

Ruby visited New Orleans in June, 1963, to obtain 
the services of " Jada" as his featured performer (well - 

P3 p. 703) . This WS3 about 5 months before the assassina- 
tion and during the period Oswald v/as also here and 
active with his FPCC (Oswald was arrested August 9 and 
interviewed by Lt. Francis Kattello, N.O.P.D. This 
report should be obtained). The WCR also mentions Ruby's 
fondness for hort-e-racing (Y7CR - PI3 p. 707) and its possible 
he visited here during the racing season. 

2 . Ruby's Timing re Oswald Death ; 

All news media reported that Oswald would be moved 
from the Pallas Jail at 10:00 A. M. on November 24 (Sunday). 
All reporters and TV cameras consequently arrived at 10:00 
A. M. Ruby says he decided Sunday morning to kill 
Oswald, but didn't leave his apartment until just before 
11:00 A. M. and proceeded to the jail. He arrived in the 
basement at approximately 11:19 or 11:20 A. M. Oswald 
was brought out at 11:21 A. M. and was shot by Ruby. 

(V7CR - P3 p. 332) . 

Point: Ruby evidently knew precisely when 

Oswald would be moved. Also, there is some doubt as to 
ho w he gained entry to the basement (credentials were re- 
quired to be shown at all entrances) . 

3. Ruby and FPCC : 

Ruby visited police headquarters on Friday evening 
where he viewed Oswald with reporters. Then, at a 
press conference with D.A. V?ede, the D. A said that 
Oswald belonged to the "Free Cuba Committee", whereupon 
Ruby and several reporters corrected V7ade saying that 
it was the "Fair Play for Cuba Committee". 

(Y7CR-PR. * p. 318) 

4. Ruby Comment on President's Assassination : 


Ruby heard of the assassination at the offices 
of the Dalian Morning News. He called his sister, Eva 
Grant, and then made the remark to John Newman, a 
newspaper employee, "John, I will have to leave Dallas." 
He admits this and gives a week explanation. (NCR - PB 
p. 313) .

On Thursday, November 14, 1963, I was employed at the . 


New Port Motel as a clerk and PBX operator. My boss, MR* PETER 
GUAR I SCO, who ov/ns the motel had left for a Rotary Club meeting 
at about 11:45 A-M- The meeting vas at the Hub Club and was to 
start at 12 :C0 o’clock* 


for PETE GUARISCQ * I told him where FETE had gone and we Started 
to talk. He told me of his business in Dallas and how it was 
nice to get away from it once in a while and how he had even gone 
to Mexico for a few days. He did not tell me when or where he 
had been in Mexico, but that he had already gone there. He 
introduced himself as JACK RUBY from Dallas and that he knew 
PETE GUARISCO very well and that he wanted to see him. He said 
that he J was on his way to Dallas. He was talking to me alone, 
and ha was by himself at that point -■ he came in alone. I then 
noticed this man sitting at a table about IS feet from me fumhlinc 
with the phone and causing the lights to light up on the switch- 
board, The man had come in right after RUBY (a few seconds later] , 
I then asked him if I could help him, and he said that he was 
just waiting for someone. He continued fumbling with the phone,

he appeared that he didn't want to be looked at or talked to by 
anyone. There were other people in the place, but he just sat 
there and fumbled with the phone and didn't talk to anyone. I 
kept looking at him because he made ms nervous as the lights on 

the board were lighting up. I talked with RUBY until about 
Is 10 P.M. and during this time, he continuously turned around 
and looked at OSWALD and winked at him and kept talking. He 
continually stood right in front of my desk and the customers 
had to walk around him. RUBY also mentioned that he was either 
trying to charter a plane out of Patterson or going to catch a 
plane out of Patterson. He mentioned that he knew where to go 
in Patterson and that he was familiar with Patterson as he used 
to come down to the Hub Club in Morgan City and gamble . The 
Hub Club is owned by PETER B. GUARISCO (cousin) and I used to 
work there too, and I have seen CARLOS MARCELLO gambling there 
on many occasions. MARCELLO has also been in the New Port Motel 
and is a good friend of PETER J. GUARISCO. 

After he (RUBY) finished talking, he walked out of the 
motel and walked toward his automobile. He walked out of the 
side door under the carport and OSWALD got up and walked out of 
the front door. They met at the car and both got in. The car 
was at least two or three years old. I don't know the make and 
can't remember the color. As I look at this picture of OSWALD, 

I am .sure that this is the man that was in the motel with RUBY 
that day. He had a light colored T-shirt on, maybe faded green 
or faded blue and some old dirty blue jeans on. There was grease 
on the jeans and the shirt and a little grease on his face. His 
hair was messed up. Being as he was, I just thought that he was 
a mechanic. RUBY made no mention about car trouble. When. 


MR. GUARISCO came back, I told him that some man from Dallas was 


looking for him, bast I didn't mention his name to him* He didn't 
question me on who it was, he just more or less passed it off* 
However, I remember that on the next day, Friday, November 15, 
ha made a call to Dallas and charged the call to a Patterson 
number* The opera* tor called me the next day and told me that 
GUARISCO had phoned Dallas and charged the call to a Patterson 
number and asked me if i knew the number, and I told her that I 
did not know the number and that she should talk to MR* GUARISCO. 
X also remember that MR- GUARISCO also made another call to 
Dallas the Monday after RUBY shot OSWALD, but I don't know who 
he called, I do know that the call was charged to the motel. 

I remember RUBY also from when he used to coma and 
gamble at Hub Club around 1945 to 1947. He used to come to 
Morgan City with a group of men from Hew Orleans to gamble at 
the Hub Club. They used to always talk about how it took them 
only one hour and 15 minutes to get here* RUBY used to always 
be very neat and well-dressed and always wore white suits and

It is common knowledge tha t MARCELLO loaned GUAR I SCO 
the money to build the motel, but no one could prove it.

. 1 can remember that after RUBY shot OSWALD, I told him 

that this was the man who was looking for him that day at the 
motel* He became very nervous and when I asked if he knew RUBY, 
he said "Why do you ask?", and 1 repeated that he was the man 
that came looking for him. He got pale, and nervous and said 
that he had better call the FBI* MR. LELAJSD LYU£tf (FBI) was then 
contacted "by Morgan City Police. When the agent questioned me,

I gave him the wrong description of RUBY and didn't mention 
anything about OSWALD because X v;as afraid of .MR* GUARISCO. He 
stood right over me while r was talking with the agent and kept 
interfering and finally the agent said that he would check it 
out and left- As X did not hear from him in three weeks, X 
called him up and he came to my house and he said that he checked 
my story and it was a case of mistaken identity, PETE admitted 
to the FBI that he knew RUBY- 

A round the last part of September or first part of 
October as it was just getting daylight, a woman came into the 
motel alone and said to me "room, room” * I asked her for how 
many, and she put up four fingers and said "Four - " X said 
$10*00, and she shrugged and didn*t say anything and just walked 
out- She walked to an old, beat up, model car, two- toned, either 
blue and beige or green and beige. There was a man in the car 
that appeared to be holding a baby and there were boxes and 
clothes stacked up on the back seat- This woman talked very 
’ much like MARINA OSWALD, but, of course, I couldn't swear to it, 

I particularly remenber her hair, it was sort of golden, reddish 
color- They drove off in the direction of Patterson, I didn't 
mention this to the FBI man, 

I don't know this picture of the man you say is DAVID 
FEKRIE. I *m glad Mr- Garrison has opened this investigation and 
I want to help* However, X would want GUARISGQ to know.
